Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed a proposed amedment which would require that the outer 
layers both comprise a textured structure with elevations and depressions. The examiner feels that the bottom layer 
taught by Bjornberg would bulge out to some degree when the powder is added and the pocket is formed. Further, the 
Applicant discussed the fact that the pocket size was chosen to control the delamination properties of the composite. 
However, if the prior art suggests the length to width ratio which produces the desired delamination property then the 
property would be inherent to the prior art even if the prior art fails to recognize any advantage of said property. Thus, 
the Applicant would need to provide some sort of evidence to show that the delamination property is unexpected or 
wouldn't be inherent to the prior art. 
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
